one very much of Bagdad broke lavse, during the 
conclusion of the libel suit brought against Mr, 
FrasersSmith, editor’ and proprietor of the 
Hongkong Telegraph, by Oscar Brandt, The 
Acting Chici-Justice, and a special jury heard 
the case, and Mr. Robinson (instructed by Mr. 
Dennys) appeared for the plaintiff, : 
Mr. Fraser-Smith, in opening his case, sald that 
he might with the utmost confidence have left the 
issuc to the judgment of the jury. without saying 
asingle word, forhe was perfectly certain that they 
‘were unanimous in the opinion that the plaintiff 
‘had ignominiously collapsed in the attempt 
to prove his case. He -had not taken that un- 


, usual course, but he would be bricf, as their 


valuable time had already been taken up far too 
long.

» higher esteem than a Virgil or an Ovid ; and the 
moft extravagant praires were lavished upon the 
incke mninisters to popular amusement. Even 
akajmuch later peried than. the reign of Avu- 
gusts, we find that erudite philosopher and 
historian, Cassicdi rus.King “Theodoric’s Se- 
‘retary and Minister of Fittagce, eulogising the 
‘ ellous elcquence of a ntamimist: in 
Innguage like the, following :—“ Deguactssimar 
manus, linguost digili, silentium Ossi 
expositio tacita” * : 

Originally, however, the entire interpretathy 
ofa pocm or & drama devolved upon a single 
acior, who was called upon to poiriray eve: 
choractes intreduced, and to differentiate eac! 
from all ethers. But as men capable of so doing 
were extremely rare, the formation of companies 
vand the.distribution of parts became a matter of 
necessity, How thoroughly the pantomimists 
entercd ints the epirit of the dumb-show they 
presented we may learn-from an incidént recorded 
by Lucian, who tells us that on anter Baying 
the part of Ajax was so carried away by the fury. 
ofthe'situation that he nearly killed the man 
‘who sustained, the character of Ulysses, Under 
the miscreant Domitian some real tragedies 
were enacted on the stage, by order of the 
Enperor.: On one occasion a living man was 
bound upon a‘ cross and devoured by a bear. 
On another, when the heroic: act of Mutius 

being rep-esented by the pantomi- 
mists, a criminal already condemned to death was 
compelled to plunge his hand into a brasier filled 
with red-hot, coals, in the sight’ of the, brutalised 
audience, whoyelled their applause, Itisonly right 
toadd that; by some of the Roman Emperors, 
the performance of pantomimes was forbidden, 
and the actors wore expelled fromthe cily. It 
wns not so much, however, on account of the 

Jewdness in which they occasionally indulged as 

because they were enabled by a wink, or a ges- 

lure, or by some clever piece of. mimicry, to

Our intesest inthe old classical mimus consists

. consisted of a loose tunic. and trousers resemb- 


Jing that of the French Pierrot. Nor was it until 
the Inst-year‘afthe last century that the present 
harlequin costume was introduced byfames Byrne, 
the bailet-master of Drury-Iane Theatre, who 


' played the character’ in the pantomime . of 


"Harlequin Amulet, or the Magic of Mona,” 
which ran from Christmas, 1799, to Easter, 1802, 
He wore for the first time “a white silk ‘shape, 
fitting without a wrinkle, into which the variega- 
‘ted silk patches were woven, the whole being 
profusely covered with spangles,: presenting a 
very sparkling appearance.” Hewas also the 
first to renounce the cbnventional attitudes, five 
fn number, to which all harlequins had been pre- 
viously restricted when posturing on the. stage. 
Byrne, we may add, died so recently as 1845, at 
the advanced age of'?g years, .

celebrated as a harlequin than his friend and 
‘colleague, Grimaldi, was as a-clown. :

[talian soll, Harlequin's ancient linenge we have 
already described. Sannio, from whence the 
Italian Zann, and the English ‘Zany, or clown, 
was the yeneric name ‘for a buffoon, and is so 
descrited bv Cicero in his treatise De Oratore, 
where he says “For what can be more ridi- 
culous than Sannio?'who, with his mouth, his 
countenan¢e, itatirg every motion by his 
volce,’and ii deed by, bis whole -budy, mover 
one to laughter.” But the phrase itself is of 
‘| Greek ‘rigin, denoting a still higher antiquity 

for the-grimacer.. On. the Italian stage, the 

Zinni became a permanent type of character not 

only: in ordinary comedy, but in those for which 

the dramatist merely provided the plot, leaving 
the actors to improvise the dialogue, In all such 
cases he ceased to ben pantomimist merely, He 
was theimpudent, intriguing valet and audacious 
iar, and occasionlly a thief. Goldoni turned 
hittxto excellent arcount; and so did Moliere, 
who Ing: presenied him to us in the Depit 

Amoreutpander the name of Gros-Sené; and in 

the’ Evourdé Unde: that of Mascarilte, Jourdum 

tmperalor. : Pag Tin. 
antaloonis a worddf i!lustrious crigin, soiled, 

like that-of gentleman, "with all ignoble use.” 
It isderived from Piantaleone, rignifying one who 
planted the stancard of St, Mark upon the battle- 
ments of a caplured fortress, or on the topmast 
of «nenemy's ship of war. It was applied in 
derision to av typical Venetian shopkeeper, old, 
simple-minded, amorous, credulous, and the'cupe 
cither of the Clown orthe Columbine. Goldoni 
has introduced him as Tonino into //7 Teatro 
Comico and 7! Poeta Fanatico ; and as Panta- 
lone into Le Donne Curtose,, [1 Tulore, La 
: Finta Ammatlata, La Moglie Saggia, and La 
Figlia Obbediente.. 

Columbine was scmetimes the daughter of 
Pantalcon, and sometimes the wife or mistress 
of Harlequin. ‘Her characteristics were those of 
the modern soudrefie, saucy, ‘mischievous, and 
sparkling, full of coquetry, and endowed with’ a 
natural genius for intrigue. : 

These characters, togevher with Scaramuccia, 
a sost'of Spanish Bobauil or Pistot; Gelsamnio, 
a Florentine fop ; Brighella, a Milanese pimp ;. 
Dattore, a pedantic Latinist of Bologna ;. and a 
Calabrian booby with an immense nose, named 
Giar gurgello, found their way on tothe French 
stage at the'time of the Renaissance, But all of 
them ‘had ceased to be pantomimists in the 
original sense of the’ word, (Sometimes they 
invented their dialogue, and sometimes charm- 
ing compositions, hike those cf Florian, ‘were: 
written for them ; compositions in which senti- 
ment, morality, and passion were introduced. 
Harlequin, ‘more particularly, found some bril- 
liant representatives, Among these was Giuseppe 
Biancolelli, better’knownin Paris as Dominique, 
a native of Bologna, and onc of the most grave 
and relancholy men of his time. Lovis the 
Fourteenth had a great regard for him, and used’ 


to ask him to dinner occasionally. At one of } 


these banquets, the ac'or was observed to cye, 
with a certain longing, a brace of partridpes, 
which had been served up on a dish of. pure, 
gold. The King sald to one of the servants, 
“Carry that dish to M. Dominiqne.” “And the 
paitridges, (00 sire 2” inquired the ready-witted 
Harlequin. “ And the partridges, too,” replied 
the morarch, amused at the dexterous way in 
wh.chthe acto. h.d arquired,the gift of a gold 
dish, .It was for Domanique that Sau'euil, the 
French poet, composxd the cclcbrated device, 
Casligat vedendo mores. So beloved’ was 
Dominique by his comrades, that, when he died, 
“they closed the theatre for a month, 

‘Vicentine, who played onder the name of 
Thomiss n, was the favourite harlequin of a later 
generation in ‘Paris, and continued to delight his 


audienccs, no less by what he said than by his }, 


«kequent pantomime, for a period of three and 
twenty years. Nerwas he ever more amusing 
than when addressing the spectators in ‘a j gon 
of French and IJtali. Upon one oceasion he 
recited La Fontaine's fuble of the Miller, his 
Son,and his Ass” in a way. which convulsed 
the whole house ; and then he said, “ Gentlemen, 
Jam the miller,’ am bis sun, and.1 am also his 
ass, Some say tome, ‘Harlequin, you should 
speak French ; some ofthe gentlemen and all 
the ladies can’t understand you, 1] thank them 
for their-advice, and follow it. The> others 
fay, “Hark qu n, you ough n't to tpeak French ; 
you Jose all your fire! Now, whatam I to do? 
M sti speak French or must I speak Italian 7" 
“Then someone rose up in the pit and exclaimed, 
*Speak whichever. you like, you are always 
delightlul,’ and tbe.whole audience spplauded 
the sentiment. . ; 

The first glimpse we obtain of pantom{mic 
characters on the English stage is {n pad when 
Rarlsquin and Scaramouch weré introduced in 
Mus. Hehn's threeract farce of The Emperor of 
the Mron," in which there weie also personages 
resembling Pantaloon and Columbirie. An actor 
named Jeyon was the’ first Harlequin, and to 
him wcceed:d Pinkethman, who was eulogised 
by Sir Richard Stel¢ in The Zafier. But Rich, 
the manager of the theatre in Lincoln's Inn 
Fields, was really the father of English panto- 
mime. He himself was the halegeite playing it 
under the name of Lun, in the old Iialian fashion; 
and winning ‘from “David Gartick this frank
